as declaring the marines had to 
take over the Sunday work after 
the crewmen worked two hours on 
Saturday and then laid off until 
Monday morning. 
The newspaper did not disclose 
the identity of the veterans, b u | 
said the information came from 
three marines, two sailors and a 
navy pilot on individual visits to 
Akron. 
The navy pilot, the paper said, 
termed 
the incident the "worst 
scandal of the war” and said the 
crew refused to unload supplies be­ 
cause of national m aritim e union 
rules against working on Sunday. 
In New York, Leo Huberman, 
N.M.U. director of public relations 
and education, who said he spoke 
for Joseph Curran, union president, 
commented: 
"In the first place, the N.M.U. 
has no union regulation to forbid 
working on Sunday. In the second 
place, we are seamen; it is not our 
job to unload. But in such cases as 
at Guadalcanal I expect we would 
be asked to and I’m sure our men 
would unload ships.” 
The Beacon Journal said the vet­ 
erans’ stories "have been put up 
to naval officials in W ashington for 
confirmation or denial.” 


It added that "confirmation has 
come from a high official source 
in W ashington, who though he wit­ 
nessed these conditions during his 
service in Guadalcanal, m ust neces­ 
sarily remain anonymous.” 
The copyrighted story was clear­ 
ed for publication by the office of

said. 
The story quoted one marine as 
saying the reason "the supplies 
were not landed was not because 
the crew couldn’t get them in. The 
landing boats could have got in, all 
right. 
"There was no opposition from 
the Japs. 
We had the landing 
covered.” 
One of the sailor informants said 
the marines unloaded the supplies 
because part of the cargo was much 
needed food. 
"During the first weeks of action 
the boys didn’t have enough sup­ 
plies,” he was quoted. "Food was 
short and so were medical supplies 
For a time all the food we got was 
rice we captured from the Japs. 
"Our boys weren’t interested In 
waiting over Sunday to get the food 
that lay just off shore. They just 
w ent after it.”

Four raiders were lost in the 
assault, which left large fires burn­ 
ing in the target area. 
Accurate 
observation of the results was pre­ 
vented by heavy clouds, the air 
ministry added. 
The Berlin radio, giving its ver­ 
sion of the raid, said merely that 
British planes had been over west­ 
ern Gel-many, but reported some 
damage and casualties. 
Berlin Claims 8lx Planes 
Some of Britain’s biggest bomb­ 
ers, capable of carrying four-ton 
blockbusters, apparently took part, 
for the Berlin broadcast said that 
at least six four-engine planes had 
been shot down. 
Such a loss would Indicate that 
a considerable force—perhaps more 
than 
IOO planes—participated 
in 
the foray, for ground defenses and 
night fighters generally are con­ 
ceded to be maintaining a good 
average lf they can knock down 
6 per cent of the raider*.

before a deadline set by President

The German high command 
indicated today that the end 
is near for Nazi divisions trap­ 
ped before Stalingrad. 
A bulletin from Adolf Hit­ 
ler’s headquarters said Russian 
troops attacking from the west 
have broken through the lines 
of the German “ defenders of 
Stalingrad ” — the beleaguered 
force described by the Russians 
as the remnants of 22 Nazi di­ 
visions. 
Soviet dispatches have said that 
the German siege arm ies original 
ly numbering 220,000 
men have 
been engulfed tightly In the Don 
Volga corridor and whittled down 
to less than 50,000.' 
Admitting the desperate plight of 
its troops for the first time, the 
Nazi command said: 
"The German group In the Stalin­ 
grad area, which is encircled close 
ly by the enemy and which Is 
offering 
tenacious 
resistance 
to 
strong 
enemy pressure, 
had 
to 
wage 
heavy 
fighting 
yesterday 
against the Soviets, who are storm ­ 
ing with far superior forces.” 
Russians B ein Voroshilovsk 
The German war bulletin said 
that "despite heroic defense,” the 
imperilled Nazis reeled beck sev­ 
eral kilometers amid bitter hand- 
to-hand fighting. 
On the Caucasus front, swift- 
moving Soviet troops captured the 
city of Voroshilovsk after a 27- 
mile advance, clearing the way 
for a drive against the German 
stronghold a t Armavir and 
the 
Maikop oil fields. 
Latest advices from Moscow de­ 
clared the Russians are carving 
out huge chunks of German de­ 
fense lines originally established 
in 1941. 
German prisoners transferred to 
the Russian front from Belgium 
were quoted as saying their ranks 
have been 
"bled 
w hite” during 
recent battles and that companies 
now consist of IO to 30 men. 
The Soviet midnight communi­ 
que recorded by the Soviet radio 
monitor in London told of the 
capture of Colofyeevka. on a rail­ 
way 85 miles southeast of Kursk 
and only IO miles below Staraya- 
Oskol, a 
communications center 
which also is menaced by a Red 
army column a t Sinl Libyagi, 80 
miles northeast. 
The 
capture 
of Staraya-Oskol 
would give the Russians control 
of another section of the rail net­ 
work that serves im portant Ukrain­ 
ian centers. 
The Red army progress in the 
Caucasus indicate that the Rus­ 
sians are driving the Germans out 
of the snow-covered terrain faster 
than the Germans had occupied it 
during the heat of last summer.

CHILE GETS ‘WARNING’ 
FROM JAP SPOKESMAN

Tomokazu Hor!, Japanese govern­ 
ment spokesman, delivered a thin­ 
ly-veiled warning to Chile today 
when, according to an Axle broad 
cast, he told a press conference 
that the South American nation 
is "fully responsible for the conse­ 
quences” of having broken off dip­ 
lomatic relations with Japan and 
the other Axis powers. 
Horl’s statem ent, broadcast by 
the Berlin radio and recorded by 
the Associated Press, said th at as 
a result of ber new status Chile 
In time will be forced to harbor 
United States troops and that this 
would be regarded w ith "greatest 
misgivings” by Japan. 
The move, Horl said, means that 
Chile "voluntarily is renouncing its 
leading position in shipping on the 
Pacific coast of South Amerca” 
and that it no longer can reckon 
with “considerate treatm ent” of 
its shipping by.the Axis.

English Shock Troops Sweep Through Main Defenses Of 


Battered City; U.S. Warplanes Join In Attacks 


Against Rommel’s Retreating Columns

British shock troops were reported to have swept through 
the main defense works of Tripoli today in the climactic Battle 
of Libya. 
Columns of Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s British 
Eighth army were declared by a British broadcast to be storm­ 
ing at the gates of Tripoli, with their big guns in position to 
pour destruction into the already bomb-blackened city. 
Parts of the Axis citadel were reported aflame and much 
of the civilian population is being evacuated. 
The British command asserted that some of the fleeing Axis 
forces have withdrawn as far as 25 miles inside Tunisia from Libya. 
Heavy fighting is also in progress in central Tunisia, suggesting 
that a showdown battle is developing for the last Axis foothold in 
North Africa. 
Italian headquarters said violent fighting is erupting around 
Tripoli. 
A Morocco radio broadcast said th e-Eighth army already has en­ 
tered the city suburbs. 
London quarters said the fall of Tripoli Is expected hourly. 
“Yesterday our troops continued their thrust westward and by 
evening were engaging the enemy west of Horns and south of Tripoli,” 
a British communique said tersely. 
U. S. Planes Blast Rommel’* Columns 
Horns. 56 miles east of Tripoli, fell to the British Wednesday. 
Front-line dispatches yesterday said Gen. Montgomery’s vanguards 
were within 35 miles of the Axis citadel. 
British headquarters said Allied warplanes ranged as far west as 
Ben Bardane, 25 miles Inside Tunisia, to attack Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’! tattered forces. 
Medium bombers and fighter bombers of the Ninth United States 
air force have taken part th the Allied sir assault on Marshal Rom­ 
mel’s retreating columns, an American communique announeed today. 
The British communion* Ult United (hat Gen. Rommel may have 
been attempting to withdraw some of his troops and equipment from 
Tripoli by sea, reporting that Allied filers constantly ara battering 
the city’s harbor. 
Daring the last 41 boars, ft wa* announced, Allied planes sank 
another Axis merchant ship and blasted a tanker off the eastern coast 
of Tunisia, attacked several small enemy vessels between Sicily and 
Tunisia, and bombed airdromes in Sicily and Pan ta] I aria. 
In addition, throe enemy fighters and three German air transports 
were shot down. 
Frontline dispatches said a decisive battle In the great two-way 
Allied "squeese” on Axis forces in North Africa appears near. 
While Montgomery's army swooped down upon Tripoli on the east 
flank, strong reinforcements of the British First army were reported 
speeding to support the hard-pressed French on the west flank in 
Tunisia.

Axis Tunisian forces, under the

Tripoli may not fall today or oven tomorrow, but it Is apparent 
that Rommel Is fighting now—when he does fight—not for- the city 
but for tho few precious days bo- needs to got the remnants of his 
Africa corps Into Tunisia. 
The disaster he is trying to forestall is not the loss of the last 
colonial 
capital 
of 
Mussolinl's^- 
tawdry 20th century Roman em­ 
pire, which obviously has no sen­ 
tim ental value for Hitler. 
W hat he fears most is an allied 
thrust that would prevent a Junc­ 
tion between bls tattered columns 
and Gen. Von Arnim's Tunisian 
forces. 
lr Rommel tarries a day too long 
in Tripoli that Junction may be 
beyond bls reach. As things are it 
appears the combined strength of 
the two Axis arm ies is Just about 
equal to holding that bomb-pocked 
corridor around the Gulf of Gabs* 
long enough for Rommel to reach 
the comparative safety, of 
the 
Tunisian coast above Sfax. 
This will be a bloody retreat. 
Allied planes come from both east 
and west to make the highway one 
long ribbon of bell, by day and by 
night. 
Meanwhile, Von Arnim la doing 
his best to hold the way open.

Though limited by government

Canadians To Pay More 
To reduce circulation, the tabloid 
newspaper urged its readers, in

HOOVER ASSAILS 
FOOD SHORTAGE 


Declares Meat Exports Only 


Half Of Rate During ’17 


• Br The Associated Pre**. 
NBW YORK. Jan. 22 — Former 
President Herbert Hoover declar­ 
ed Thursday night we are export­ 
ing less than half the meats and 
fats to our allies than we did in 
the First World war and yet are 
facing a greater shortage of these 
commodities on the home front 
than we did then. 
In a prepared address before tile 
National 
Industrial 
Conference 
Board, broadcast over NBC, Hoov­ 
er urged that we envisage agricul­ 
ture as a munitions Industry. 
He listed the shortage of farm 
labor, the methods of food price 
control and the 75 percent reduc­ 
tion In manufacture of farm ma­ 
chinery as blockades to possible In­ 
creased 
production necessary 
to 
support 
the 
military 
operations 
and to ald In saving "the world 
from anarchy after the war.” 
Cites Livestock Decrease 
"The larger problem which con­ 
fronts us,” the former president 
said, "is that since the last war 
American livestock has decreased 
In proportion to the growth of hu 
man population. 
“At the end of that war we had 
26 percent more beef cattle for 
each 1,000,000 of human population 
than we had 23 years later on Jan. 
I, 1942. We had 26 percent more 
hogs in proportion to the popula 
tion. We had proportionately 5 per­ 
cent more milch cows than now.” 
The 
imperative 
demand 
now, 
said Hoover, wrho served as relief 
director in the First World war, is 
to build up flocks and herds and 
the production of vegetable oils. 
Citing figures to show there has 
been an "undue slaughter of cows, 
ewes and sows,” the former presi­ 
dent said such slaughter gives a 
temporary Increase in meats, but 
"is an illusion”. 
Farm Remedies Offered 
On the question of farm labor 
shortage, he said that women with 
training can be of 
service 
for 
lighter, simpler tasks, but that it 
is useless to talk of making up 
the shortage wholly from women 
and children, 
since much 
farm 
work is hard labor and requires 
skills and mechanical ability. 
"There are other major rem­ 
edies,” he said. “The first is to 
cease the draft of labor from the 
farms into arms and munitions. 
The 
second 
Is 
for industry 
to 
rigidly economize on labor and re­ 
lease the economies to the farmer. 
The third is large and temporary 
import of Mexican farm labor. 
“The fourth Is to give considera­ 
tion to the method of European 
armies. That is to furlough farm 
boys from the army for the few 
months of peak planting and har­ 
vest, they remaining under mili­ 
tary direction, and In our case to 
draw both the army and farmers' 
pay.” 
He suggested that we abandon 
retail price ceilings on food and 
fix the prices "as near the farm as 
possible,” thereby stimulating pro 
duction.

" p H E psychological blow of defeat at Leningrad 
* 
following the disaster a t Stalingrad may be 
more damaging to Germany than the direct effect 
of these m ajor reverses. Germans are not accus­ 
tomed to bad news from their fighting fronts. They 
urn the "herrenvolk"—-who must not be defeated. 


German militarists and politicians have exploited 
the myth of German superiority In two years. Unfor­ 
tunately, the circumstances of their defeat In the 
First World war did not bar them from the oppor­ 
tunity to renew the fight against their "Inferiors". 
The German people, themselves, did not know they 
had been beaten—-a fact of major consequence in 
developments leading up to resumption of their 
chosen career as a war-making nation. 


But they can have no doubt about what la hap­ 
pening to them now in Russia. Adolf Hitler, himself, 
feels doubtful; op the occasion of his latest speech 
on the Russian campaign he raged because skeptics 
ignored the territory conquered and insisted on 
wondering about the outcome of the fighting. The 
Germans are being driven out of their forward posi­ 
tions In Russia and humiliated by a people they 
despise. Goebbels can conceal much, but uolhiug 
he can say will conceal th at the winter war In 
Russia Is going worse for Germany than It went 
last winter. 


Goebbels would need to be Infinitely more potent 
than he Is to conceal from Germans the fact their 
{soldiers are being fought to a standstill, and worse, 
by an enemy supposedly inferior to them In ability 
and 
courage. 
The 
same 
psychological 
problem 
w as created at the ontset of this war for the United 
States, when Americans discovered that the sup­ 
posedly Inferior Japanese w ere Just as brave aud 
resourceful aa they were. Any American can testi­ 
fy that what happened then to his belief In the In­ 
superability of his nation m ust be hard on the "her- 
xenvolk” myth' In' G^r'^nany as the bad news from 
the Russian front gleams through the desperate ex­ 
cuses and explanations of the Germun government’s 
skillful liars.

| T has been a long time ainee reaction from the 
depression sw ept Into office the Democratic coali­ 
tion that was to be known as the New Heal. A 
t r e a t many things have happened and been partly 
forgotten, such aa the Liberty party, the J elf br­ 
io n la n Democrats, the unsuccessful purge of the 
p u n y by the New Healers and numerous predictions 
th at the coalition, being unnatural, was bound to 
break up sooner or later. 
It was not in the books for old-time southern 
Democrats to remain political bedfellows, for In- 
■lance, of citizen# like Vito Marcantonio of New 
York city, a professional rudlcul. It was not In the 
books for them to treat the representative or the 
American Labor party with tho same consideration 
they would show to a regular Democratic supporter 
of President Roosevelt, It was not In tho books 
for them to keep on swallowing (he New Deal year 
after year and pretending (hut they liked It. Least 
of all was It In the books for them to ignore in­ 
definitely the obvious fact thai without their sup­ 
port the New Heal would collapse; they had the 
"solid south” behind them. 
Miraculously, tho coalition endured through 1936. 
the congressional elections of 1938 and the third 
term election of 1940. It still endures, but at long 
last dlnistegiutlon 
bas 
begun. 
Southerners 
have 
mude angry speeches in congress about their dis­ 
comfiture, and they rose Wednesday in their wrath 
and refused to let Rep. Marcantonio hold a place on 
the Judiciary committee. It doesn t mean much, -ex­ 
cept ac a sign of what may corno if nature takes 
Its course. 


Presidential Authority

else his authority as chief executive of the 
nation and Its commander-in-chief to order striking 
miners back to their jobs la not a pleasant situa­ 
tion.

Government's Desperate Need For 


Cash Finally Has Broken Down The 


Resistance To Our Pet Notion

jK are going to have a national lottery sure as 
shootin’. I think you will see legislation to this 
effect enacted by congress within the next few 
months. The need of the treasury for increased reve­ 
nue m akes the thing inevitable. 
As one of the leading tub-thumpers for the lottery. 
I do not hear as many knocks as I do boosts, but I 
honestly think it would be a popular move Just now. 
As to its money-getting possibilities there can be 
no argument. It undoubtedly would produce not less 
than $1,000,000,000 a year to the treasury. 
If shaped in that direction, it could be made to 
sell more W ar Bonds than any medium yet devised 
By and large, I have received thousands of ideas 
as to the form the lottery should take, and I find 
that the majority of those favoring the general Idea 
are thinking In terms of bonds as prizes rather than 
cash. 
Personally. I think the best. Idea would be to 
have each prize paid partly In bonds and partly In 
cash. There is something about a cash bait that ren­ 
ders It more inviting to the customer of a take-a- 
chance proposition than the equivalent of cash. N at­ 
urally. I reject cynical suggestions that the priz33 
be sirloin steaks or pieces of butter. 


YOU SAID IT! 


y AM convinced that my original thought that the 
lottery should be used to raise funds only for 
army and navy relief is no longer feasible, because 
of the probable size of the potential pot. The relief 
work does not need that kind of dough. The govern­ 
m ent does. However, if the lottery should prove 
successful for the duration of the war, I see no 
reason why It should not be continued for a few 
years thereafter for relief of ail kinds, including old­ 
age pensions. 
But these are details that mii«t be discussed later. 
T he main thing now is that the lottery seems a 
cinch. I am told that even some of the financial 
minds in Washington who have opposed the lottery 
have come to view’ It as essential. I am under the 
Impression that President Roosevelt neve”* has been 
friendly toward the idea. lint he. too. routd change. 
It seems to he one of the few methods left for raising 
money painlessly. 
After considering all the various and somewhat 
Intricate plans piesented to me by my readers, I 
still think the simplest method would be an old 
fashioned drawing of numbers out of a wheel, the 
way the draft numbers were drawn. In principle* that 
Is the way they decide prize winners in illegal 
drawings conducted all over the country, even in 
nome churches. These Illegal drawings take millions 
and millions of dollars from the public every year. 
T 
H E lottery tickets could he sold through post- 
offices at little expense to the government, or 
possibly through federal reserve hanks, lf the prizes 
are to be in W ar Bonds, whlcn the banks sell now 
at a cost to themselves. They might be given a com­ 
mission on the lottery tickets to reimburse them for 
the handing. 
I think the prizes In the lotte.-v should range from 
as low as $25 to as high as $50,000. bonds and cash, 
with a num ber of prize-winning tickets that would 
m ake the drawings attractive to all classes. Including 
th* church members who now divert themselves 
with the medium known as bingo, which is just as 
much a lottery as the one conducted under our flag 
in Puerto Rico.

Tells Of Fight Staged By Cruiser Astoria Against 


Japs And Of Craft’s Death, Crew’s Struggle 


The following is part of an article appearing recently in The 
Pleasants County Leader, St. Marys VV. Vo., written by Laird Alli­ 
son. who is widely know n in East Liverpool. Mr. Allison it station­ 
ed now at the V. S. naval training station, Bainbridge, Md. 


At dawn the morning of Aug. 7, the Japanese on Guadalcanal were 
surprised by a heavy bombardment from the guns of the A storia and 
tile Vincennes, plus dive bombers from our carriers. 
The Astoria poured 500 eight-inch shells and 800 sm aller ones 
on Japanese positions on Guadalcanal. There was little answering fire 
from the shore. 
Under the corer of our terrific bombardment the United States 
marines landed in powered barges and amphibian tanks. Several of 
the key positions on the island were taken In the face of vigorous 
opposition. 
During the afternoon of Aug. 7, Japanese bombers attacked us 
repeatedly. Many were shot down with no dam age to us. Our anti­ 
aircraft gunfire and our fighters defeated the enem y bombers. W e 
were at battle stations from sn hour before dawn until night.. 
lairing the day of Aug. 8, our m arines fought on shore to con­ 
solidate their positions. M eanwhile.<j»-------------------------------------------------------

from transport and supply ships. 
We were attacked repeatedly from 
the air that day. 
The Astoria, with other Amer­ 
ican and Australian warships pa­

In the 
afternoon a wave of 28 Japanese 
two-motored bombers came in at 
us just above the surface of the 
water. Twenty were shot down by 
our walls of gunfire. The remainder 
were chased away. 
One of our transports was hit 
and set afire by this action. A U. S. 
destroyer received a bomb hit. T he 
surface of the sea was littered 
with scraps of Jap planes. I saw 
three Jap aviators, equipped with 
life

floating 
near

wreckage of their plane. As the 
Astoria steamed by them someone 
yelled, “So sorry, please!"

Electric Power Goes Off 
Soon all the electric power went 
off, due to our generating plants 
being knocked out of commission. 
We were not being hit anymore; 
our own heavy guns had ceased 
firing, and I noticed that the ship 
was stopped dead in the water. 
The battle had lasted, I guess, 
about 15 minutes. 
It was hard for me to realize that 
we were damaged so badly. Con­ 
cluding that I could do no good 
where I was, I went up to the tur­ 
ret officer’s booth for information 
and orders.

Fires amidships had separated us 
on the forward part of the ship. 
Many men had abandoned aft on 
life rafts; others swam and were 
picked up by our destroyers.

I was greatly cheered 
to see 
among them, uninjured, m y good 
friend Douglas 8mith. 
But as J looked about the ship 
I was far from cheerful. The ship 
looked Uke a punch-board full of 
holes. I was sure that enemy bomb­ 
ers would attack us that morning 
when the Astoria w as nearly de­ 
fenseless. No one did. 
Our own air forces must have 
kept them away. A survey of the 
condition of our power plant proved 
that it was im possible to get under­ 
way on our own power. The ship 
was listing a few degrees to port. 
Fear Of Submarines Fait 
The probable presence of enemy 
submarines in the vicinity made 
our position dangerous. The ship 
started listing to port rapidly. We 
heard the sounds of shifting cargo. 
It was im possible for a destroyer 
to come close enough to take us off. 
When the ship listed so far that 
we had to hold on to remain on 
deck and the water began to come 
over the port side of the main 
deck, we abandoned ship perma­ 
nently. 
There was no rush, no panic. 
Most of the men Jumped off. To 
avoid jumping on anyone 
better 
or being jumped 
on.

A destroyer was about 200 feet 
off our stern. I had on a life jacket 
and light clothing, including shoes. 
Confident of reaching the destroy­ 
er, I gave m yself a shove from 
the side of the Astoria and started 
swimming. The water, rushing Into 
the sinking ship, pulled back on 
me.

This system bad the great ad­ 
vantage that it waa very easy to 
prescribe treatment, lf a man bad 
too much blood, you bled bim; if 
he had too much phlegm and was 
cold. you warmed him up with bot 
pads. 
Hippocrates believed that there 
were two types of Individuals: 
thoee who bad a phthisic habitus 
and those who had an apoplectic 
hahitus. 
The phthisic types had 
a long, thin body and were subject 
to tuberculosis; the apotactite had a 
thick, heavy body and were sub­ 
ject to apoplexy. 
Later these crude generalisa­ 
tion! were 
subjected 
to exect, 
mathematics! 
m e s s urements. 
Among the earliest of these work­ 
ers was an Italian named Viola I 
who measured in 
various Indi-' 


viduals tho exact amount of apace 
in the chest and abdomen.

28 percent bad large or­ 
gans and 48 percent were medium 
in Else. 
By following these pa­ 
tients for ysara, bo waa abit to 
maks a rough tabla of bow re­ 
sistant they were to disease and 
what diseases were likely to ovo» 
come them.

William Oater once 
said that the difference between a 
great physician sad a good phy­ 
sician lay In tho ability of the 
former to diagnose the patient as 
well aa the disease.

able to tell what lf the matter by 
the patient's knock on tbs door. 
The latest and most elaborate 
of the studies in measurement of 
the body in order to classify types 
U that done by Dr. W. H. Sheldon 
of 
Harvard 
university.

ments, he obtains what ho calls a 
somototype and ha has named 
three kinds of eomatotypes.

Judge Vernon Smith of Scioto 
county expressed the opinion that 
the resolution had political im­ 
plications. 
“Let’s make the resolution say 
what it means instead of criticiz­ 
ing inferentially.’’ he declared. 
“You know me well enough to 
know that I don’t play politics,” 
Eastman said in reply. “I have the 
welfare of the Juveniles of this 
state at heart." 
The Cleveland jurist, a Juvenile 
judge 16 years, previously asked 
support for the resolution, assert­ 
ing that “the judges are as much 
the guardians of these children as 
anybody.” 
“I don’t think we should take a 
severe stand or dictate to the in­ 
stitutions,” said Eastman, member 
of the institutions committee that 
Introduced the resolution.
